Allied communiques reported 


16 American and five South 
Vietnamese troops killed and 29 
Americans and 16 Vietnamese 
wounded. Allied forces reported 
killing 44 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong soldiers. 


Although ground fighting was 


generally light and scattered, 
the U.S. Command reported 35 
enemy rocket and mortar at- 
tacks from 8 a.m. Thursday to 8 
a.m. today, the largest number 
in a 24-hour period since Feb. 3. 


Headquarters said two of the 


attacks caused casualties or 
damage at American bases, a 
10-rocket barrage on the Army's 
Long Binh headquarters 12 
miles northest of Saigon and a 
25-mortar barrage into a 25th 
Division camp 59 miles nor- 
thwest of Saigon. 
But six 


Americans were killed, the 
largest number of U.S. troops 
killed in shelling attacks since 
Dec. 2, end another 23 were 
wounded. 


Another nine Americans were 


killed when a Navy UH34 
helicopter exploded in the air 
and crashed Thursday in the 
Mekong Delta 88 miles south- 
west of Saigon. There were no 
survivors. 


"The cause of the explosion is 


unknown," a communique said. 
A spokesman said the helicopter 
was on a "normal troop- 
carrying mission." 


A small Army observation 


helicopter was shot down in the 
A Shau Valley region, and the 
two crewmen were rescued. A 
marine A4 jet fighter-bomber 
was shot down and crashed into 
the South China Sea two miles 
east of Da Nang. The pilot was 
rescued unhurt It was the first 
fighter-bomber reported shot 
down in South Vietnam in four 
months.

the demonstrators for control of 
the streets. The area was calm 
at dawn. 


Elsewhere in the nation, there 


were other scenes of student 
unrest. At Mount Holyoke 
College in South Hadley, Mass., 
about 
150 black 
students 


barricaded themselves today in 
seven campus buildings. 


The administration building at 


the State University of New 
York in Buffalo was invaded 
Thursday night by students and 
there was some 
damage 


reported. 


Witnesses said the demon- 


strators in Santa Barbara 


marched shoulder to shoulder 
and "came on like a cavalry 
charge" about 9 p.m., Thursday, 
just one hour after yelling and 
whooping 300 local officers 
routed about 500 youths with 
tear gas. 


A sheriffs spokesman said 


police had "gotten the hell out of 
there" in the face of massed 
demonstrators. The spokesman 
said officers were seeking to 
avoid a confrontation in which 
they would need to defend 
themselves with clubs and guns. 


Among other reasons for their 


anger and the protests, the 
demonstrators said were their 
opposition to the Vietnam war, 
their

they were being exploited by 
landlords and what they call 
police repression and stifling of 
dissent on the campus and 
elsewhere in the nation.

Lid Is Clamped On 
School Desegregation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A lid 


has been clamped, at least 
temporarily, on a potentiallly 
explosive congressional 
fight 


over the federal government's 
role in school desegregation. 


By a narrow 8-7 margin, the 


House Rules Committee has 
sidetracked an attempt by 
critics of the present federal 
desegregation effort to open the 
subject to exhaustive inquiry.

Costly, Low-Value Red Tape 


Protecting the rights of defendants in criminal court 


proceedings is certainly a laudable concern, but there has been 
what appears to be well founded complaint from many sides that it 
is being carried to a ridiculous extreme. That seems particularly 
well illustrated in a requirement placed in effect in recent months 
that the defendant be informed of all his rights in court, that the 
appropriate code sections be read to him, enumerating the possible 
penalties that he faces and the pleas that he can make. 


No one should quarrel with the principle that everyone hailed 


into court should know exactly why he is there, what the law has to 
say about it, what may happen to him, and what he can do about it 
and what he had best do about it. But that has always been the 
function of defense counsel. And in California courts today, every 
defendant in a criminal proceeding has right to counsel. If the 
defendant cannot afford to retain a lawyer to defend him, the court 
will appoint one. 


Requiring that the information be provided in court and placed 


in 
the record is designed to serve the double purpose of making 


sure that the defendant was in fact advised, and heading off a 
reversal through either a true or false claim that he hadn't. But it's 
a clumsy and time-consuming way to do it, considering the hun- 
dreds of cases a court handles every year. It overburdens the 
courts and costs the taxpayers a lot of money. 


As Tehama County's Judge Curtiss E. Wetter has pointed out 


on many occasions, the defense attorneys have been licensed by the 
state and are officers of the court. It would seem that they could be 
depended upon to provide the defendants they are advising with as 
much and a great deal more information than they can hope to gain 
through having the code sections read in court. 


As a matter of fact, much of what is read in court is probably 


not understood by the defendant, anyway. The legal phraseology is 
often lengthy and involved. The defendant who can understand it 
would very likely be sharp enough to insist on gaining the in- 
formation anyway. The one who can't understand it will have to 
depend on his counsel for interpretation, as he would in years 
previous. 


Considering the volume of cases before the courts, it would 


seem much more conducive to speedy justice to place the emphasis 
on making sure that only honest and able lawyers are appointed, 
that rare miscarriages of justice be dealt with when they arise, and 
that charges of failure of counsel to advise be thoroughly in- 
vestigated and each decided on its merits. Trying to head off such 
occurrences by piling more legal red tape on the courts will bog 
them down, and probably will add nothing to the quality of justice.

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon is preparing to cut back 
on the farmers' favorite crop — 
those government greenbacks 
they harvest each year to 
support farm prices. 


His new farm program, now 


going 
through 
the 
final 


processing before it is submitted 
to Congress, will contain these 
features: 


—The President will ask 


Congress to place a limit for the 
first time on the amount any 
single farm can collect from the 
taxpayers in a year. He will 
propose a sliding scale of 
payments. No flat payment 
could exceed $50,000, and the 
total payments would be cut off 
at $110,000. 


— Under the President's plan, 


farmers would be paid for 
setting aside certain acres not to 
be harvested. They could grow 
grain on the restricted acreage 
as a cover for game, provided 
that the grain wasn't harvested 
and that the lands were opened 
for hunting. On their remaining 
acres, farmers could grow 
whatever they wished. 


— The federal government 


would also purchase cropland 
around cities to preserve the 
open spaces for the city 
dwellers, who might want to get 
away for relaxed, country 
drives. In some instances, the 
government would purchase 
"cropping rights" from farmers 
much as mineral rights are now 
sold. 


FARM RELIEF 


Farm price supports, intended 


originally to save the •mall 
arms, now serve largely to 
subsidize the giant landowners 
as they gobble up ever greater 
bites of the countryside* Under 
the present system, support 
prices are based upon a com- 
plicated formula which favors 
the big farms. 
Farms that gross more than 


$100,000 a year, for example, 
compose less than two per cent 
of the total number of farms, yet 
they rake in 20 per cent of the 
price supports. Some farms are 
paid whopping sums, running 
into the millions. 


Twice the House has tried to 


set a $20,000 ceiling on farm 
payments, which ought to be 
enough relief for a poor farmer 
to struggle along on. But both 
times, the House vote was 
nullified 
by 
political 


maneuvering in the smoke-filled 
back rooms. 


Secretary 
of Agriculture 


Clifford Hardin has advised the 
President privately that farm 
subsidies cannot be phased out 
without ruining the rural 
economy. The subsidies have 
been structured into the whole 
system of farm financing and 
marketing, Hardin said. He 
warned the President that a 
$20,000 limit would be too 
drastic. 


Nixon has nurtured his new 


farm bill, like a hothouse plant, 
with tender care. His hope is to 
quiet the public clamor over 
burdensome farm payments 
without antagonizing the far- 
mers who gave him a big vote in 
1968. 


Tthe final draft that came out 


of the Agriculture Department 
was 
turned 
over 
to. the 


President's chief political ad- 
viser, Bryce Harlow, for careful 
political analysis. It was also 
checked 
out 
with 
farm 


organizations and congressional 
leaders. 


The President also instructed 


his aides to "work through the 
congressional committees on a 
bipartisan basis." 


"What the Administration 


wants," he told them privately, 
"is not an issue, but a bill." 


SUBSIDIZED SENATOR 


The strongest opposition has 


come from the cotton growers, 
led by Senator James Eastland, 
D-Miss., who is opposed to any 
payment limitations. 


Over the years, Eastland has 


been a vocal opponent of what 
his set likes to call "big 
government spending" and 
"creeping socialism." His 
prejudices 
in 
this 
area, 


however, do not apply to his own 
farming interests. 


The Senator's grandfather 


bought a plantation in Sunflower 
County, Miss., for $1 an acre. 
Today the plantation's 5,800 
acres are valued at more than $3 
million. The yearly crop alone 
grosses more than half a million 
dollars, not to mention well over 
$100,000 that is paid to Eastland 
each year for not growing 
cotton. 


Not satisfied 
with this, 


Eastland fought in 1965 to 
rewrite the price support laws 
on cotton. Under his scheme, big 
cotton farmers would have 
made more than ever, the

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Costly, Low-Volue Red Tape 
Protecting the rights of defendants in criminal court 
proceedings is certainly a laudable concern, but there has been 
what appears to be well founded complaint from many sides that it 
is being carried to a ridiculous extrem e. That seems particularly 
well illustrated in a requirement placed in effect in recent months 
that the defendant be informed of all his rights in court, that the 
appropriate code sections be read to him. enumerating the possible 
penalties that he faces and the pleas that he can make. 


No one should quarrel with the principle that everyone hailed 
into court should know exactly why he is there, what the law has to 
say about it. what may happen to him. and what he can do about it 
and what he had best do about it. But that has always been the 
function of defense counsel. And in California courts today, every 
defendant in a criminal proceeding has right to counsel If the 
defendant cannot afford to retain a lawyer to defend him, the court 
will appoint one. 


Requiring that the information be provided in court and placed 
in the record is designed to serve the double purpose of making 
sure that the defendant was in fact advised, and heading off a 
reversal through either a true or false claim that he hadn’t But it’s 
a clumsy and time-consuming way to do it, considering the hun­ 
dreds of cases a court handles every year. It overburdens the 
courts and costs the taxpayers a lot of money. 
As Tehama County’s Judge Curtiss E. Wetter has pointed out 
on many occasions, the defense attorneys have been licensed by the 
state and are officers of the court. It would seem that they could be 
depended upon to provide the defendants they are advising with as 
much and a great deal more information than they can hope to gain 
through having the code sections read in court. 


As a matter of fact, much of what is read in court is probably 
not understood by the defendant, anyway. The legal phraseology is 
often lengthy and involved The defendant who can understand it 
would very likely be sharp enough to insist on gaining the in­ 
formation anyway. The one who can’t understand it will have to 
depend on his counsel for interpretation, as he would in years 
previous. 


Considering the volume of cases before the courts, it would 
seem much more conducive to speedy justice to place the emphasis 
on making sure that only honest and able lawyers are appointed, 
that rare miscarriages of justice be dealt with when they arise, and 
that charges of failure of counsel to advise be thoroughly in­ 
vestigated and each decided on its merits. Trying to head off such 
occurrences by piling more legal red tape on the courts will bog 
them down, and probably will add nothing to the quality of justice.

I don’t want anything 
changed. I need your advice.

My medical con­ 
sultants tell me this aphrodesiac 
reaction produced by L-dopa is 
not viewed as desirable.

He is a nuisance and 
what’s more he is wasting the 
taxpayer’s money.

several very interesting facts 
that need to be looked into. 
First, it is true that inflation is 
still on the upward swing, but 
one must remember that this 
started in 1966, before Mr. Nixon 
became president. It is also true 
that the 1969 year had a low 
record of achievements, but 
with the Democratic congress 
taking so long to vote them­ 
selves a 25 per cent pay raise, 
they didn’t have time to take 
care of the people they promised 
to represent. 
I am getting sick and tired of 
people standing around waiting 
for the federal government to 
put into effect wage and price 
controls. The federal govern­ 
ment has no right to tell a free 
enterprising business what they 
can sell their products for, and it 
has no right to tell a man what 
his wage will be. The people 
responsible for the cost of goods 
and services are the consumers. 
The monopolistic Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company is now 
asking your state and local 
governments for a hike of $20 
million a year in gas rates, their 
raise in a year.

P.G.& E. was given a monopoly 
in your area with the agreement 
that the state and local govern­ 
ment control their prices. You 
gripe about the president not 
introducing price controls, but 
you let your local government 
raise the cost of natural gas 
three times in a year Why don’t 
you do something about this9 
You ask for the federal govern­ 
ment to take more control over 


prices, yet you don’t use the 
power you already have in price 
controls. 
It is the responsibility of the 
consumer to let the suppliers 
know that they no longer want to 
pay the high prices that are 
forced on them. The cost of 
automobiles continues to go up 
each year, but because of the

'people would quit buying Ford 
and G.M.C. products and start 
buying Dodges, Ford and 
G.M.C. would be forced to follow 
the price cuts 
If people would realize, as 
long as they are willing to pay 
the high interest rates and high 
prices for goods and services, 
the prices will remain high. Buy 
the goods and services you need 
from the manufacturers who are 
not. trying, to take advantage of 
you by trying to keep the prices 
up.The biggest mistake President 
Nixon could make would be to 
revive 
governm ent 
work 
programs. Of all things, the 
government should not increase 
spending dunng inflation, this 
only adds fuel to the already hot 
economy. It should cut defense 
spending, foreign aid and the 
space programs. 
1 am so thinkful President 
Nixon has the courage not to put 
into effect price and wage 
controls. These controls may 
seem to be the answer and the 
easy way out of inflation, but 
their use could have some very 
s e r 10 us re per c u s s ions.

billion a year ago, an increase of 
10 per cent.

NEW YORK (AP) - Scien- 


tists around the world will be 
listening for the fall of a shadow 
on March 7. 


There'll be an eclipse of the 


sun that day, as the moon passes 
slowly across the face of the 
blazing sun, darkening it. And 
the cooling shadow of the moon 
will fall on the earth. 


The scientists want to see if 


the shadow produces a "solar- 
lunar boom." They want to see 
whether the shadow moving 
faster than the speed of sound 
through the earth's atmosphere 
produces a sound wave, just as 
an airplane moving faster than 
the speed of sound produces a 
"sonic boom " 


When the shadow of the moon 


hits the atmosphere, according 
to the idea, it will result in a 
slight cooling of the air. 
Surrounding air would move in, 
pressure would drop and the 
wave would be produced. 


If the "solar-lunar 
boom" 


does exist, it won't be like the 
startling sonic boom. You won't 
be able to hear it.

By JOHN CUNNIFF 
AP Business Analyst 
NEW’ YORK (AP) — A m ajor 
economic consultant to industry 
sent telegrams to its clients this 
week 
advising 
them 
th a t 
business, rather than cutting its 
spending plans as the a d ­ 
ministration hoped, is actually 
raising them sharply. 
The significance, it said, was 
this: 
“Talk of a recession is not 
warranted. Demand for money 
will continue strong. There will 
be little ab atem en t of 
in ­ 
flationary pressures.” 
In other words, business plans 
to continue spending heavily 
despite every effort of the Nixon 
adm inistration to slow 
the 
economy and wnng out 
in­ 
flation 
The telegrams were dispat­ 
ched from the office of Lionel D. 
Edie & Co. following a survej in 
which industry leaders were 
asked the specific amounts of 


money they intended to spend 
this year on plants and equip­ 
ment. 
The survey results: Spending 
will rise to $83 billion from $75.3 
billion a year ago, an increase of 
10 per cent. It will come on top of 
an 11 per cent increase in 1969 
over 1968. 
The 
news 
w asn’t 
really 
unexpected. Edie’s competitor, 
Rinfret-Boston Associates, has 
been saying as much for a long 
time. Even the Department of 
Commerce figures indicated a 
strong capital spending year. 
M ore significant to Leon 
K ilbert, 
the 
E die 
senior 
economist, is the indication that 
since late last year industry has 
actually 
raised 
its 
spending 
plans In September, a similar 
survey indicated only a 7 per 
cent increase. 
Many economists are puzzled 
about why this should occur. 
Corporate profits are declining. 
Industry 
alread y 
has con­ 


siderable excess capacity and 
seemingly doesn’t need more. 
And financing costs are near all- 
tim e highs. 
One explanation frequently 
offered is that some business, 
such as utilities, have little 
choice but to continue spending 
regardless of costs. They must 
keep apace of rising populations 
and steady increases in demand 
However, the biggest increase 
in spending spans from Sep­ 
tem ber to February. 
Commenting on the persistent 
strength of capital spending, the 
Chase M anhattan Bank stated: 
“Clearly, businessmen do not

results.

"Asian 
flu" 
usually strikes hardest at 


two- to three-year intervals, but 
many areas of the United States 
have reported epidemic levels of 
the disease, he said.
